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CHAIRMAN’S MESSAGE 


In banking, as in other enterprises, sound planning is essential to long- 
term progress. The Directors and Executive Management of the Bank 
are continuously introducing innovations and improvements that will 
meet the changing conditions not only of the next year, but of many 


years in the future. 


This Bank has a strong and consistent record of leadership over the 
past century. At present, in keeping with the quickened pace of change 
in many aspects of Canadian life, we are in the midst of a period of 
significant advances in banking. It is our aim, through continuing 
emphasis on forward planning, to maintain and enhance the Bank’s 


record of effective service and profitable growth. 


This Annual Report notes the current progress of the Bank in the con- 
text of the changing nature and needs of our customers and the people 


of our Country. 
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Plans were announced in 1968 for Commerce Court, a $100 million office complex to 
be developed by the Bank in downtown Toronto. Photograph shows a model of 
the proposal, including the present Head Office building and the 766-foot tower of which 
the first twelve floors will become the new Head Office of the Bank. Two other 5 
buildings in the complex complete the enclosure of a central courtyard.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Since our meeting a year ago, much has happened 
on the Canadian financial scene. Early in the 
year, our dollar came under severe pressure 
touched off by the announcement of the United 
States program to further reduce capital out- 
flows and strengthen that country’s balance of 
payments position. Interest rates in Canada 
rose to the highest level in our history, and a 
combination of measures was taken to restore 
confidence in the exchange value of the Canadian 
dollar. By mid-year, the exchange crisis had 
subsided but long-term interest rates had eased 
only slightly. The level of economic activity 
through the year has been reasonably good with 
the increase in real output estimated at slightly 
over four per cent. This is a better increase 
than had occurred in the previous year but still 
below the potential of the economy in terms of 


labour force and plant capacity. However, the 
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trend in prices has continued to be disappointing, 
with the increase in prices in the neighbourhood 


of four per cent for the third consecutive year. 


I do not propose to discuss the developments of 
the past year in detail; rather, I should like to 
direct your thoughts to the future in terms of our 
basic resources for economic growth and partic- 
ularly in relation to our capital requirements. 
We are all aware of Canada’s great wealth of 
natural resources. Furthermore, the stock of 
natural resources available for development has 
been greatly expanded in recent years. There 
have been new discoveries of mineral deposits, 
new scientific processes applied to mining and 
refining, improved techniques in forestry oper- 
ations, in agriculture, and in power develop- 
ments, and new technologies in transportation 


and communication. It is possible now to tap 


resources in remote areas of the country to an 
extent undreamed of even fifty years ago, and 
these are resources which are becoming more 


and more in demand by foreign customers. 


Some fifteen years ago, the Paley Report indi- 
cated the magnitude of demand which the United 
States economy was expected to generate within 
a reasonably short period of time for a wide 
range of mineral resources, and for which reli- 
ance on imports would greatly increase. Inmany 
cases, requirements have accelerated more 
sharply than had been estimated, and Canada 
has participated in good measure in meeting this 
additional demand. For the future, Canada’s 
natural resources could provide the basis for a 
more rapid rate of growth than has been experi- 


enced in recent years. 


In any nation a major resource is its people. 
The labour force in Canada has been increasing 
more rapidly than in other major industrialized 
countries. The young adult population is ex- 
panding rapidly and with rising participation by 
women in the labour force it is virtually assured 
that there will continue to be substantial in- 


creases in the Canadian labour supply. Assum- 


ing an average annual increase in net immigration 
of 70,000 people, the civilian labour force should 
be approximately 10.7 million by 1980. This 
represents an increase of one-third in the next 
eleven years. If our huge expenditures for edu- 
cation and training achieve the anticipated 
results, Canada should have an adequate supply 
of labour sufficiently well-equipped to meet the 


needs of the economy.

Management resources, especially people quali- 
fied to assume responsibilities of an entrepre- 
neurial nature, today are in short supply. ‘To the 
extent that this situation can be attributed to the 
loss of promising young men during World War 
II, Canada’s position is not unique. However, 
the situation also reflects the attractions of higher 
salaries and more favourable tax treatment in 
the United States. In terms of basic quality, 
Canadian management is probably comparable 
to that in most other highly industrialized coun- 
tries. With the expanded facilities for business 
education, and the wider recognition being given 
to the vital necessity of fostering a climate con- 
ducive to the development of high quality man- 


agement, it should be possible to generate 


sufficient of these resources to meet our require- 


ments. Indeed, there is no real alternative to 
doing so if we are to attain the kind of economic 


progress we desire. 


The fourth basic resource for economic growth 
is capital which supplies the infrastructure of 
production facilities, housing and social capital 
requirements essential for the economy. In 
1967, the pattern of our capital outlays was 
approximately $10 billion for plant and equip- 
ment, $2.3 billion for housing and $2.8 billion 
for social capital projects. This total of about 
$15 billion accounted for 24 per cent of the 


Gross National Product. 


The funds to finance these outlays come from 


four major sources: the business sector itself,

the savings of individuals, tax revenues, and 
investment from abroad. Apart from the $2.8 
billion allotted for capital projects by the three 
levels of government which came from tax reve- 
nues and government borrowings, most of the 
capital for investment projects came from busi- 
ness earnings ploughed back into new production 
facilities. In 1967, these funds amounted to $8 
billion, of which approximately $7 billion were 
in the form of capital consumption allowances 
and other tax credits for capital investment pur- 
poses, and $1 billion were corporate earnings 
retained for investment purposes. The remainder 
of the funds required came from personal savings 
and the inflow of capital from abroad. In addi- 
tion, the four major sources of funds provided 
$3.5 billion in loans to meet the deficits and cash 
requirements of the three levels of government, 
of which about $900 million was required at the 
federal level, $2 billion at the provincial level, 


and $600 million at the municipal level. 


The combination of requirements for capital 
investment and the funding of deficits required 
almost $8 billion of funds from sources other 


than the business sector. Personal savings pro-

The remainder was 
financed by a heavy inflow of capital from 
abroad, additional funds arising from certain 
international transactions, and by various gov- 
ernment funds including the Canada and Quebec 


pension plans. 


The strong competing demands for capital to 


finance investment in production facilities and 
housing, on the one hand, and government spend- 
ing in excess of revenues, on the other, are 
continuing to create serious pressures in our 
capital markets. For economic growth, Canada 
requires large amounts of capital for industrial 
development beyond that now being generated 
within the private sector under the present tax 
structure. At the same time, governments have 
plans and indeed commitments for spending con- 
siderably more money than current tax rates 


yield. One of the areas of greatest uncertainty 
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is the supply of capital necessary to support a 


strong growth rate. 


Capital has been an extremely important source 
of growth for Canada, in recent years account- 
ing for a larger percentage of total growth in 
this country than in the United States, Britain, 
or the countries of northwestern Europe. The 
availability of huge amounts of capital is a pre- 
requisite for the development of our natural 
resources. Special tax arrangements, such as 
the depletion allowances of the mining and 
petroleum industries and the three-year tax ex- 


emption for new mines, are providing incentives

for increasing exploration and development. 
Elimination of these incentives would soon limit 
the investment of new capital both foreign and 
domestic in these fields and would have detri- 
mental effects on the future growth not only of 


our resource industries but of thewhole economy. 


We all know that capital tends to flow to those 
areas of the world where the investment climate 
is relatively favourable and there is a high level 
of economic performance. But this condition 
cannot be sustained where costs and prices are 
rising too rapidly and strong inflationary pres- 


sures persist. For Canada, which is so dependent 


on foreign markets for the sale of its goods and 


services and which also requires such large 
amounts of foreign capital for development pur- 
poses, this is especially true. Rising prices reduce 
our competitive advantages in foreign markets, 
and persistent inflationary pressures reduce the 
attractiveness of Canada as a place for invest- 
ment. It is true that we have been fortunate this 
past year in the sharp rise in exports that has 
taken place, but this has been due in part to 
special factors. The gains that have been made 
in foreign trade have been hard won and must 
not be allowed to slip away because of our fail- 


ure to keep costs and prices competitive. 
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OUTLOOK FOR NEXT YEAR 


Turning to the prospects for the economy over 
the short run, it is apparent that the level of 
business activity in both Canada and the United 
States at the present time is higher than was 
generally anticipated six months ago. The fiscal 
measures approved by the Congress in July to 
slow down the United States economy have not 
taken hold as quickly as expected, and this has 
had some bearing on the Canadian situation. 
The announcement in October of certain tax 
increases in Canada at the federal level has had 


little restrictive effect on the economy so far

and, in fact, the prospects of higher taxes in 
1969 may, at the present time, be having the 


opposite effect. 


On the whole, the plans for capital investment 
indicate a modest rise in outlays for plant and 
equipment in the coming year. The preliminary 
survey of investment intentions in the business 
sector shows that manufacturing companies are 
planning a considerable rise in capital expendi- 
tures in 1969 following two years of marking 
time, and the high volume of investment in power 


facilities and some of the other utilities is ex- 


pected to continue. Little change, however, is 
expected in investment by the rest of the busi- 


ness sector. 


The strong demand for housing continues but 
there have been signs of resistance to higher 
rents and higher prices. The continuing rise in 
the cost of building sites, particularly in urban 
areas, is the main problem but the cost of capital 
to finance housing is also a difficulty. Housing 
starts in 1968 have risen by some 20,000 units 
to a total of about 185,000 units and present 
indications suggest that starts in 1969 are not 


likely to exceed this level. 


It is to be hoped that in the coming year some 
progress will be made in restraining the large 
increases in government expenditures for goods 


and services. In spite of the fact that tax reve-

nues have risen sharply, government expendi- 
tures have risen even more sharply and the 
volume of government borrowing is extremely 
high. The problems of controlling government 


expenditures have become acute. 


The continued upsurge in exports has been the 
most favourable development for the Canadian 
economy in 1968, the outstanding feature being 
the strong flow of automotive products across 
the Canada-United States border in both direc- 
tions. Exports of other types of manufactured 
goods and many industrial materials have also 
shown large increases and sales of most of our 
traditional exports, with the exception of wheat, 
have been well maintained. In the first nine 
months of 1968, exports were 18 per cent higher 


than in the corresponding period in 1967 while 


imports rose by 10 per cent. The resulting im- 


provement in the merchandise trade surplus has 
been an important factor in strengthening the 
Canadian dollar and quickly rebuilding our for- 


eign exchange reserves. 


The outlook for our exports in 1969 is condi- 
tioned by economic prospects around the world, 
and particularly in the United States. While it 
is anticipated that there will be some slowing 
down in growth rates in the United States in the 
near term, nevertheless the increase in real out- 
put during 1969 should be sufficient to absorb a 
further modest increase in exports from Canada. 
‘Trade prospects with other countries are be- 
coming more uncertain, although the recently 
announced contracts for sales of Canadian wheat 
in 1969 suggest an improvement in wheat ex- 
ports in the coming year. International currency 
problems may have some adverse effects on our 
export performance during 1969 but it is still

too early to determine how far-reaching these 


effects may be. 


The consumer sector is buoyant at the present 
time with strong sales of automobiles and house- 
hold durables. The increase in personal incomes 
this year has been due in larger measure to the 
sharp rise in average hourly earnings and to a 
substantial increase in personal transfer pay- 
ments and less to an increase in numbers em- 
ployed. The use of consumer credit is running 
about 10 per cent above last year and the per- 
sonal savings rate continues at a comparatively 
high level. In the coming year the flow of per- 
sonal disposable income will be affected by 
higher federal personal tax rates, and possibly 
by higher taxes at the provincial level, but if 
economic conditions continue to be reasonably 
favourable consumer spending should follow 
much the same pattern of growth as in the 


current year. 


Taking into account the over-all pattern of 


steady growth in consumer spending, some 
moderation in the rate of increase in govern- 
ment expenditures, the prospect of less growth 
in merchandise exports, and a modest rise in 
business capital expenditures, we should expect 
the Gross National Product to increase from 
approximately $67 billion in the current year to 
$72 billion in 1969. This would be an increase 
of about 714 per cent. Of this amount, we 
should anticipate a further slight decrease in the 
rate of price inflation and a somewhat higher 


proportion of real growth in total output. 


This estimate suggests that the problems of 
inflation, slow growth, and considerable unem- 
ployment will sull be with us in 1969. ‘The 
problems related to the financial management of 
our economy also cloud the horizon. Canada 


has tremendous assets of natural resources and 
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The Richardson Building, under construction, in which the Bank's 
Manitoba Regional Office, Main Winnipeg Branch, and Data Centre are 
to be located, is expected to be ready for occupancy in September, 1969.

> Noe It follows therefore that we, as a nation, must 
e ! so order our affairs that a continuing and strong 
flow of capital from all sources will be available. 
This requires a firm commitment to the principle 
that inflation has no place in the Canadian way 
of life. Acceptance of this principle implies 
agreement on the necessity for better financial 
planning at all levels of government, including a 
carefully coordinated program of priorities. It 
is reasonable to expect that government policy- 
makers will keep these facts clearly in mind 
as they deliberate on new taxing and spending 


proposals.

CHIEF GENERAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


In its 102nd year of operations the Bank reached 
record levels for assets, deposits and earnings— 
records which were achieved against a back- 
ground of unsettled conditions in the internation- 
al and domestic financial markets and of rapid 
change in the banking industry in Canada. The 
President will discuss the financial environment, 
anoutcome of which wasa higher level of interest 
rates on both deposits and loans throughout 


fie year. 


1968 saw the completion of the first full year of 
operation under the new Bank Act which came 
into effect in May 1967. Competition increased 
during the period particularly as the banks 
entered new fields. In August of this year the 
Bank, along with three others, entered the credit 
card field with the introduction of Chargex. 
The response by the public and merchants to 
this new service has been encouraging and it has 
already been demonstrated that a demand exists 
for this type of credit instrument. Initially intro- 
duced in Montreal and Toronto, the plan is now 
being expanded to other cities and will even- 


tually be extended across Canada. 


During the year there were further improve- 
ments in the services offered to the Bank’s 
customers. 37 new branches were opened and 
1,450 banking offices are now in operation. 
More convenient hours of service were intro- 
duced at many of these branches to fit in with 


the needs of the community. 


The rate of interest paid on Savings Accounts 


was further increased during the year from 


414% to 5% per annum. At the year-end, 
the total of personal savings deposits in Cana- 
dian currency, in over 3 million accounts, had 
reached a record level at just under $31 billion. 
The rate of growth in this period has been above 
the average for the banking system as a whole 
and at the same time all other aspects of business 


operations were well maintained. 


Good gains have taken place in loans under 
Bankplan which is designed to meet the needs 


of people in the consumer market. 


An active business was done both directly and 
through our associated company, Kinross Mort- 
gage Corporation, in residential and commercial 


mortgages. 


Planning is proceeding on schedule for the 
erection of Commerce Court which was 
announced earlier in the year. There will be 
much more visual evidence of progress when 


we meet a year hence. 


During 1968 the program was expanded 
under which the Bank’s people receive intensive 
training in those areas relating directly to their 
day-to-day responsibilities. In addition, the 
importance of continuing education has been 
emphasized. At this time over 1,100 of the 
Bank’s officers are availing themselves of uni- 
versity evening lectures and correspondence 
courses under the Institute of Canadian Bankers. 
This is a substantial increase over the numbers 
who have taken these courses in previous years. 
The Bank’s sponsorship of university scholar- 
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ships was enlarged and our other broad educa- 
tional program involving the Staff College in 
Toronto and the Career Centres in Canada 
and the Caribbean continued actively and 


effectively. 


During this past year I have travelled widely; 
I have visited many of our offices and met many 
of the members of our personnel. I can say from 
first-hand knowledge that the Bank is repre- 
sented by an excellent group of men and women 
who work loyally and efficiently in the per- 
formance of their daily duties and who give the 


public the best possible service. [tis through their

efforts that the excellent results of the past year, 
which are set out in the financial statements 


before you, have been achieved. 


The Statement of Assets and Liabilities shows 
that at the end of 1968 the Bank’s total assets 
had passed the $8 billion mark and at $8,343 
million had grown in the year by $861 million— 
the highest increase in any year in the Bank’s 
history. 

Dealing first with the Liabilities side of the 
Statement you will see that deposits amounted 
to $7,623 million—higher by over $800 million 


or 12%. A contributing factor was the very

good rate of growth shown in personal savings 


deposits to which reference was made earlier. 


Another major figure of importance in this 
section of the Statement is the Accumulated 
Appropriations for Losses, which are required 
to provide for possible future losses on loans 
and securities. “he amount of these reserves 
at $141 million was increased by $31 million in 
order to keep pace with the growth in the total 


of loan and security risk assets. 


A total of $15 million was added out of the 
year’s earnings to Rest Account which now 
stands at $275 million. ‘Total Shareholders’ 
Equity at the year-end, consisting of Capital, 
Rest and Undivided Profits, was almost $346 
million—$13 million greater than at the last 


year-end. 


On the Assets side of the Statement, the major 
increases took place in “Securities issued or 
guaranteed by Canada” which stood at nearly 
$1.8 billion, an increase of over $400 million 
and in “‘Other loans, including mortgages, less 
provision for losses” which at $4,227 million 


rose by over $300 million or 8%. 


Looking at the Statement of Revenue, Expenses 
and Undivided Profits, it will be seen that total 
revenue stood at $504 million, an increase of 
$118 million or almost 31%. As against this 
gain in revenues, expenses also rose very rapidly 
—at almost $408 million they increased $93 
million, or about 30%. A high proportion of 
this increase was accounted for by the rise in 
interest costs which at $238 million were higher 
by $71 million or 42%. This increase is, of 


course, accounted for in part by the much higher 


total of deposits during 1968 as compared with 
1967 but by far the greater proportion of the 
increase reflected the much higher rates paid to 
depositors including personal savings customers 
on whose Savings Accounts the rate of interest 


was increased from 414% to 5% during the year. 


Increased numbers of employees to service the 
expanding volume of business, changes in salary 
levels and the costs of providing for pension and 
other benefits, brought total payroll costs up 


to over $105 million—an increase of $15 million. 


After deducting total expenses from revenue 
there is left a Balance of Revenue of $96 million 
out of which $27.6 million was appropriated for 
possible losses and $35.7 million was provided 


for income taxes. 


The balance of profits for the year amounted to 


$32.9 million, an increase of $6.3 million. 


The balance of the Statement shows that divi- 
dends paid during the year amounted to $19.8 
million. After deducting these, $15 million 
has been transferred to Rest Account which 


amounted to $275 million at the year-end. 


The total of Accumulated Appropriations for 
Losses as shown on the next Statement, in- 
creased by $31 million during the year from 
$110 million to $141 million. 


In closing this review of our 1968 year I would 
also thank, as well as all the people throughout 
the extensive organization of the Bank and its 
associated companies, our many Shareholders 
who, as customers and supporters of this Bank, 
have made an important contribution to the 
growth in our business volume.

OF THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING OF SHAREHOLDERS 


Tuesday, December 10, 1968 


The One Hundred and Second Annual General Meeting of Shareholders of Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce was held at its Head Office in Toronto on ‘Tuesday, December 10, 1968. 


The chair was taken at 11:00 a.m. by Mr. N. J. McKinnon, Chairman. 
Mr. J. D. Simpson, Corporate Secretary of the Bank, acted as Secretary to the Meeting. 
A quorum being present, the Notice calling the Meeting was read by the Secretary. 


The Chairman, with the consent of the Meeting, appointed Mr. W. H. C. Boyd, a.c., Mr. R. A. 


Kingston, a.c., and Colonel J. G. K. Strathy, 0.8.£., E.p., as Scrutineers. 


The Chairman stated that it was necessary to confirm the Minutes of the previous Annual General 
Meeting, a copy of which had been sent to each shareholder as required by the Bank Act, and it was 
moved by Mr. Sydney M. Hermant, seconded by Mr. Allan Graydon, a.c., that these Minutes be 
taken as read and approved.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The Directors have pleasure in submitting to the Shareholders their One Hundred and Second Annual 


Report on the results of the Bank’s operations for the twelve months ended October 31, 1968. 


The Report is accompanied by a Statement of the Assets and Liabilities of the Bank as at October 31, 
1968 and by Statements of Revenue, Expenses and Undivided Profits, of Rest Account and of Accu- 
mulated Appropriations for Losses for the year ended on that date. There are also appended thereto 
separate Statements of the Assets and Liabilities of The Canadian Bank of Commerce Trust Company, 
New York, Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce Trust Company (Cayman) Limited, Grand Cay- 
man Island, The Dominion Realty Company Limited, Toronto, and Imbank Realty Company Limited, 
Toronto. These Companies are controlled by the Bank. To all of these Statements the Auditors, 


appointed in accordance with the requirements of the Bank Act, have attached their reports. 


It is with deep sorrow we record the death since our last Report of three of our colleagues: Mr. E. G. 
Burton, c.p.£., Mr. J. Grant Glassco, 0.B.£., F.c.A. and Mr. W. P. Walker, o.8.e. Mr. Burton was 
elected to the Board in 1944 and resigned in 1953 due to his election as a Director of the Bank of 
Canada. He re-joined the Board in 1958 and was elected a Vice-President in 1963. Mr. Glassco was 
elected a Director in 1957 and a Vice-President in 1959. Mr. Walker was elected a Director in 1944. 
All contributed greatly to the growth and welfare of the Bank and their valued counsel will be greatly 


missed.

Before I declare the Meeting open for the nomination of Directors for the ensuing year, I should like 
to mention that the Bank’s By-laws provide that Directors who have attained the age of 70 years are 
not eligible for re-election. For this reason, this year the Board will lose three Directors, Mr. J. A. 
Boyd, Mr. Eliot S. Frosst and Mr. Allan Graydon, a.c. Mr. Boyd was elected a Director in 1952, 
Mr. Frosst in 1944 and Mr. Graydon in 1957. 


All have served the Bank ably and their wise counsel has been greatly valued. Mr. Graydon, as legal 
counsel to the Bank, has rendered over the years advice and guidance of the highest order. I am sure 
that the shareholders would wish to join the Directors in thanking these gentlemen sincerely for their 
constructive and sound advice and contributions to the deliberations of the Board over the years. We 


express the hope that they will enjoy happiness and good health for many years to come. 


The Meeting is now open for the nomination of Directors for the ensuing year, and I shall ask the 
Secretary to read to the Meeting the list of the present Directors eligible for re-election. Mr. ‘Trevor

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Planning for Change 


A computer is at the fingertips of the teller, Miss Dorothy C. Lorimer, 
and at the service of the customer, through the keyboard terminals 


for on-line savings accounts in the St. Clair and Avenue Road Branch, 
Toronto. The Commerce was the first Chartered Bank in Canada to 
introduce the on-line system and it is being extended to many other branches. 


One of the strongest traditions of successful banking 
is the tradition of change. But it is doubtful if 
innovations have ever been as numerous, or as apparent 


to the general public, as they are today. 


The extent of change could be illustrated by a customer 
of Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce who gets 

his salary by direct credit to his account, without ever 
seeing a salary cheque; who has his savings passbook 
brought up to date by a computer terminal in his 


branch; who can buy almost anything in a retail store

with his Bank credit card. His company is using 

more Bank services, too, not only for financing but also 
for assistance in the handling of payrolls, the reconcilia- 
tion of accounts and other business functions. All these 
innovations, and more, add up to a swiftness of 
progress that surprises many Canadians.

The tradition of change is well rooted at the Commerce.

Career Centres for personnel training, and is the leader 
in specialized services for agriculture, mining and 

other natural resource industries. In the Sixties the 
Commerce tradition of change is continuing with 

such innovations as the first data processing centre, 

and the first on-line savings service. 


It was consistent with the trends of the times that the 
Chargex credit card was introduced in 1968. Officers 
of this Bank had been giving intensive study to the 
subject of credit cards for several years. Their aim was 
a system that would be an outstanding service to 
consumers and participating businessmen, and also one 
that would have a sound potential for the Bank and 

its shareholders as a profitable operation. To meet 
these requirements the Bank has introduced the Chargex 
credit card programme in association with three other 


banks in the Montreal and Toronto areas. 


It is no wonder that the current trends in banking 
have led to speculation that we seem to be moving 
toward a “‘cheque-less society’.
